St. Petersburg, Russia, June 18- While reports were being 


spread broadcast ovw th« world today that an attempt had been 
made to blow up the train carrying the Czar of Russia, and hia 
family, and which resulted in the wrecking of a mail train, Rus- 
sian officials say that the accident to the train was not the result 
of a plot, but was due to a defect in the locomotive, causing it to 
blow up. 


The officials state that the postal train was wrecked at Tachud- 


now while preceding the Imperial train bearing the Emperor and 
his family and was due to a defect in the locomotive, and not to a 
bomb explosion. The locomotive as well as three freight cars was 
thrown off the track and three trainmen injured. The report that 
an attempt was made to assassinate the members of the Russian im- 
perial family was officially declared unfounded.
